TERRIBLE CONFLAGKATIONS 



Thousands of Founds Worth of Pro- 
perty sfo up in iinoke— London 
Veritably Burning^. 



Fearfully Cold Weather — Firemen 
Badly Frozen— Splendid Worli 
Doue by Them. 



.■- . UREAT FillE IN .I.ONBOK. 

jAfioNDON, Dec. 30.— A terrific conflagra- 
tion broke out in Queen Victoria and 
Tbaniea streets to-day, intercepting the 
thoroughfares in the groat business quarters 
of tho city. A general alarm was sounded. 
Fourteen engines responded to tho alarm, 
and others soon after hurried to tho scene. 
A high wind prevailed, 'r|>nderiug futile the 
efforts of the firemen to prevent a spread of 
the flames, or even to keep tho raging ele- 
ments under any sort of control. A largo 
paper warehouse, a number of fancy goods 
stores, ' and tho Gulcheson engineering 
works were destroyed, and the great fur 
emporium of Ravillon was .consumed. Tho 
fire rapidly forked but .tdWards the. building 
occupied by the offioea/tbt the Salvation 
Army. An enormous throng of people gave 
tho police plenty of work keeping them 
buck from the danger arising from 
falling masonry. Tlie flumes shot 
out towards tho Salvation Army, 
quarters, and they florcely and ominously 
pliiyed ucrosa und illuminated the great 
sign in front of tlie building, which bears 
the legend, " Blood and Fire." St. Donis 
church was saved in u badly damaged con- 
dition. The phcnomenonally cold weather 
greatly hampered tho eilbrts of the firemen, 
the water freezing in tho engine uuJ the 
men having their hanils niul other parts of 
their bodies frozen. The hosenien hud to 
be lashed to the ladders, their hands being 
so benumbed they could not grasp tho sup- 
ports. Tho total loss is placed at .i;4()0,00U. 
Tho heaviest individual loss is Kevillou & 
Frcres, wholesale furriers. They had just 
imported a stock of seal skins, valued at 
£10,000. Later estimates place the loss to 
Revillon in furs at £200,000. Their stbck 
of furs was valued at £250,000, half the 
stock was totally destroyed and the remain- 
der damaged. While a large portion of tho 
fire brigade was occupied in battling with 
the fire in Queen Victoria street, another 
conflagration was raging in the suburb of 
Hackney, 16 engines being engaged in an 
attenipt to [subdue it. The property de- 
stroyed in this locality was the works of 
Corless, Capel &, Leonard, Benzoline reH- 
ncrs and naptha distillers. There were 
10,000 gallons of spirits stored in the tanks 
undjr, the bj^jldjpg, i.nd v^JbuJ^.che^^re .WM^ 
nr-t*''^Sr<s*» stivjini 'oi b«4)ia4lxpI<Mied-iritli 
great force, injuring a number of persons, 
and terrorizing the population of 
the vicmity. The shock of the 
explosion was plainly felt at points 
in London five miles distant. The 
much 'abiised . .London 'brimde did 
very creditable work at to*day'8 fire. Tho 
weakness of tho department 18 mostly in 
respect to ilcfectiva-'Oiaohinery, the men 
being excellently trained 'and very brave 
and energetic. With some improved ap- 
piuntua they would hot make a bad show- 
ing in competition with the New York de- 
partment. Nothing could be better in its 
way than the raising of tho ladJcis to tho 
top steeple of old St. Bennett's Cluircli, 
wliilc bitter cohl beiunnbed tho liands of 
tho nicu cngaf^ed in tho perilous task. 
Many of the men were badly frozen, and it 
is feared in some cases tlie toes and fingers 
will have to be amputated.

ELECTORS OF JAMES BAY 



Addressed by the Candidates for 
Seats at the Council Board, 
Last Eveoingr. 



The Contest Promises to be Keen, a 
. -Knmber of Good Men Beingr in 
the Field. 



Although the meeting of the James Bay 
electors, called for last evening, was ad- 
vertised to commence at 7:30 o'clock,' it 
was not until half an hour later that the 
business was entered upon, In the inter- 
val candidates and ratepayers found, enter- 
tainment and edification in;;reMingtfand 
commenting upon tho moi'^Set^'i which 
adorned the walls during the recent examin- 
ation in the neat little school house. "Keep 
to the Right," " Never j)espair," "Work 
Winns,'" and " Do Your Best," seemed very 
appropriate, and the texts ^thus 'served well 
a double duty." 

Although there were not more than 75 
proaeut at 8 o'clock, Mr. Lorrimer was voted 
to tho chair at thot hour, ond having briefly 
returned thanks' for the honor conferred 
upon him, ho called as the first speaker the 
first candidate who had announced himself, 

Mr. J. F. Matthews. This gentleman 
said that he had entered the field at the 
solicitation of a few. If elected he would 
do . his best for the city, and James Bay 
ward in particular, having been a resident 
of the ward for the past fifteen years. He 
was' a 'business man, and a working 
man, .and' he' thought; he could 
give siitisfaction in handling the city's busi 
ness, . New blood was needed in the 
councilj and he intended to have a scat at 
the Board. — if not this year, than next. 
The sewerage works would require careful 
attention; olUoCwisG "extras" would be 
found to increase and multiply. James 
Bay streets had not been properly cared for 
during the past year, and the expense con- 
nected therewith could bo mainly traced to 
mismanagement in the road making. Jus- 
tice for all was his platform. 

Aid. Smith denied that he was the in 
stigator of tho present meeting. He assert- 
ed that the finances of the city had been 
dealt with in the best interests of Victoria, 
Boodliug was impossible. It was true the 
streets of James Bay Ward were not in a 
proper condition, but the present council 
went in hampered by the debt of last year's 
board. The council of '89, it was true, was 
a progressive council, but debts had been 
incurred by it, which had been met by the 
Board of 1800. The civic finances to-day were 
in a healthy condition, of which no rate 
payer could be dissatisfied. The sewerage 
contract was one of the best ever let in 
British Columbia. Mr. McBean's contract 
si-w" cast iron ona— was. fT^.OOtt- lo'VTor ' than 
the next tenderer, and, he felt sure, would 
give' abundant satisfaction to all. Ample 
security— §15,000 in cash, $15,000 in bonds 
— hadbeen given, and tho contractor's plant, 
valued at §70,000, would, as soon 
reached tho city, become the property of 
tho corporation until tho sewerage was com 
pleted. Thu citizens of Victoria should 
feel proud of their water works scheme ; it 
would cost .?200,000 less than Mr. Picker 
ing had estimated. Tho water works of the 
city was the best paying investment the 
city ever made ; it produced $40,000 annual- 
ly, and this year, all that revenue went to 
the general fund of the city. , .'If .re-elected

He se- 
verely criticized the 'action' of those; whose 
property had been benefitted by .oorpdration 
street grading, but who, imniediately- the 
work was completed, sought damages from 
the city.

Tliero waa a largo 
amount, of money voted lately for city im- 
provcnicnty, sewerage, nairket site, mar- 
ket bnililiug, crenuitory, — involving a total 
of S I I O.dtIO, or annnal outlay of §21 ,250.28. 
He considered thia a mero IiiPgatellc, con- 
aidering tlio character of tho improvements. 
Had the amount been double he could see 
no fear in facing it. Tho city had just won 
a hard fought li:'.ttlo over aewei'age ; and 
has got a line system and escaped a bad 
one. lie thornnghly endorsed the system 
adopted, as calculated to make the city 
ono of tho best sewered In tho world. Crit- 
ics had attacked the system ; but it was easy 
to criticise,— especially if the critics didn't 
know , what they wei'o talkins; about. 
Tho shape of the sower and the gradu wore 
quite satisfactory, and time would prove it 
so. He cordially endorsed the public mar- 



kets, but thought that a larger sum should 
have been set aside for tho erection of a 
market building. Beacon Hill park should 
be further improved, though it 'would haya 
been much better had the "vandal hands" 
loft the space within the race' course un- 
touched. He had voted for the improve- 
raent of the park, and would again wlieu 
the by-law was again brought for- 
ward, as ho expected it would. The city 
should not be afraid of iniproveinenta ; the 
more Victoria was improved the abler 'Vic- 
toria would be to pay taxes. The question 
of improving morality in the city had beett 
lightly touched upon, '^.e presented him- 
self as the candidate of no sect, company, or 
corporation, hut if he was elected he -would^^ 
not desert the principles of morality h^'hc^' ', ' 
observed from his youth. It had been 'said' 
that morality and politics should 'not go 
hand in hand. He was of a different 
opinion; to divide politics and: 'morality 
was fatal to the welfare of the nation^ A 
little moral episode had within the last 
few weeks .shaken to its foundation 'tho 
greatest institution of Great Britain. lb 
was not.his intention to-^ ut, morality for- 
witrd; ' it would come ^long with the other 
business and so be considered. He had 
never heard the ' morality of 'Victoria im- . 
peached; no mail ' dared to.rua do>?n the 
morality of yictoria in his presence and' nob 
hear from him.' Tbe^standard of morality 
here was far above;tbaiy>fftbe Sound cities, 
and it should be'the.'obieob:x>f tho aldermen 
to keep up the standard, and improve upon 
it. In a bill for taxes, which he held in. 
his hand, he noticed that land was assessed 
for SI, 500 and improvements about double 
that amount. This certainly opened a ques- 
tion for consideration. It seemed hard that 
an excessive tax should bo levied upon im- 
provements put upon land. The question 
was one wide in its scope, and he did 'nob 
propose to enter into it. By this tax bill to 
which he referred, it appeared as 
though a premium waa given those 
who did not care to build, and 
were anxious to leave the land alone.. 
Some scheme should be devised to make the 
assessment light on improvements, and 
come down on those who did not improve 
their land. This was his first aspiration to 
an office in the gift of the city, and if 
elected as the representative of Janiea Bay , 
ward he would serve tho city to the utmost 
of his ability. (Continued applause. ) 

Mr. H. A. Munn had been requested to 
ofi'er himself as a candidate ; he had no axo 
to grind, no private interest to serve, and 
would appreciate the honor, if elected, and 
do his best. . James Bay ward's narrow 
streets were a great source of annoyance ; , 
the preparations had been made for a fish- 
ing station, and a grisat ' city hud grown. 
Whatever improvements were made should 
be made on a large scale — for a city of, at 
least, 75,000. Touching upon trades' 
license, he pronounced the imposition of the. , 
present tax on commercial travelerfis^ 
one of the most glaring blundersM 
ever, perpetrated. The tax kept, baol^^ 
Vletorla, and Induced the obtsidis * 
public to regard Victoria in the same way 
as the old pettifogging city of Quebec. 
Seattle and Tacoma snowed what enterprise 
and energy .would accomplish. Victoria 
waa now anead of any city in the province, 
and she should ke^p ahead. Beacon Hill . 
park should not be criticised severely now ; 
it was, as yet, an unfinished work, The 
best plan' 'was to let the work go on. ' The 
extension 'of Birdcage walk to the beach 
was a live topic ; it would he a great iih- 
provement to tho street, the ward and the 
city, and it was a great pity the purchase 
of tho property necessary to extend it had 
not been made long ago. The forests of 
poles on the atreeta at present were, in a 
meaanrc, unneceaaary. Leas poles would 
have done just aa much work. The time 
for ceasing to grant charters had, he 
thought, arrived ; when the charter to the 
tramway company waa given, it waa one of 
tho moat profitable grants ever made in the 
city. The city owned its own water works 
and electric lights, and would soon own a ' 
market, and those were but steps towards 
the grand achenie of co-operation. Adver- 
tising' the city a beauty, eonunercial ad- 
vantages and general attractions could nof> 
but be preiductive of .good, (Applause. )

Lawence Whelan Committed 
Trial, Cliarged With the 
Murder of D. F. Fee. 



for 



Joseph Silk Also Arrested as an Ac- 
cessory—Interesting Evidence 
Adduced, Yesterday. 



Tlie absence of motive has, so far, been 
Tegatded as the most mysterioua feature 
of the Fee murder, and many theories 
have been set afloat, the most popular 
being that the victim of the hideous 
crime was mistaken for some one else. 
Chief Engineer Deasy has been men- 
tioned as a marked man, and his white 
lubber rain coat was brought into court, 
yesterday morning, the intention being 
to ehow that, with his white coat on, 
David Fee might possibly have been mis- 
taken on the night of the shooting for 
Deasy. The last chapter of the examina- 
tion also showed that the Crown pnid 
some attention, at least, to this theory 
Very little new or important testimony 
was produced, the policy of the prosecu- 
tion apparently being to simply close the 
examination and secure a committal as 
quickly as possible, loavinc; the details in 
the cli'ain of evidence to be tilled in at the 
trial. 

Joseph Silk was first recalled by the 
Attorney-General, who asked : 

" Ynu were asked, yesterday, about the 
hoisting of an Irish-American flag at tho 
laying of the comer stone of. the new 
cathedral ?" 

"Yes, sir." 

*' You told us that the prisoner men- 
tioned the fact to you that the flag had 
been taken down, and you said : ' Well, 
let ib remain so'? " , 

"Yes." 

" It was displaced, and ao were many 
of the others? " 
"Yes." 

" In reforonco to the same subject, do 
you know who took tho flag down ? " 

"I made inquiries about it and was 
told' thab;a Frenchman took it down by 
Deal's orders." 

■•' Did the prisoner know that 1 " 

" I couldn't tell." 

"Did the prisoner say anything to you 
in regard to Deasy's action ? " 

"I told you all I knew, yesterday ; he 
was vexed about it, so was I. " 

" Was Deasy to be 'spotted ' in con- 
sequence ? " 

" No, sir. I was a little hot over the 
matter at the time, and I wrote to the 
Grand President of the Institute to see 
■ if Deasy could- not be censured by the 
Institute, or at least asking that the in- 
cident be remembered so that Deasy 
would be treated coolly when he went to 
San Francisco again. I did not think 
anything about the aflfair afterwards, and 
when the letter I sent to the Grand 
President was returned from San Fran- 
ci8Co,or else the dead letter oflice, I sim- 
ply threw it to one side. If 1 had still 
felt mad about the matter I would have 
writtea again. I am telling this of my 
own free will ; that letter was wholly my 
own afl'air, Larry did not know anything 
at all about it." , (' 

"Wasn't there a ''girudg©", against 
Deasy ?" 

"No sir. The most that done 
was by mo, in writing to the Grand Pres- 
ident." 

Letter produced, enclosed in double 
envelopes, the outer from the U.S. dead 
letter oflice, and addressed to Joseph 
Silk ; the inner addressed to D. F. SuUi- 
▼an, San Francisco. In this letter the 
flag incident was the subject dealt with, 
and in concluding the writer, referring to 
Deasy, said " You will know how to 
treat him if he goes to San Francisco 
again; will mark him here.") This letter 
witness identified as the one he had aunt 
to tho Grand President, D. F. Sullivan. 
(Blotter produced, on which was the pic- 
tuce of ayoung man falling as if ^hot; 
above it the words " From sire to son," 
and below it, " He will never speak 
again.") Witness did not identify this as 
his property, altlioui^li informed that it 
had been found in ilia room. There were 
many things there, ho remarked, that he 
knew nothing about. He had taken tho 
house, furnished, and never taken the 
trouble to dear but the old papers. 

Francis Partridge, recalled, identified 
a fancy coat produced (white, with red 
braid) aa one exactly similar to those 
worn by both himself and the deceased 
on the nicht of the murder. 

Supt, Sheppard, re-called, deposed to 
the identity of the clothes worn by tho 
deceased, which, torn and blood stained, 
wore produced in evidence. 

Frank Hordniau stated that he had 
found an em|)ty cartridge sliell (produced) 
near the scene of tho crime, this (Tues- 
day) morning. 

This closed the case, and the evidence 
being read in full, the prisoner was asked 
if he wanted to say anything. Ho re- 
plied: ''I'll leave that to my counsel." 
Ho was then committed for trial ; the 
witnesses in tho case were bound in §500 
each to appear on the final hearing of the 
case. 

As iii was thought advisable to keep a 
close watch over the man Joe Silk, as 
Boon as the case proper was disposed of, 
he was arrested and placed in the dock, 
charged with being an accessory befort' 
the murder of David F. Fee. Mr. E. 
Wootton appeared ni his behalf and 
asked for an adjournment of one d'ly, 
which was granted. It is thought very 
probable that the case will be tried at a 
special assize, to be held some time dur- 
ing January.

EIOHES HAVE WINGS. 

Partners In the Bank of BartnB Pluneeil Int« 
Poverty— MansioDB, Money, All Gone. 

London, Dec. 29.— I t^ould be diffi- 
cult to find'"a'^pa'rallel to~auch a sudden 
descent [from immense wealth to com- 
parative poverty as that of the partners 
in the great firm of Baring Bros. & Co. 
Lord Eevelstoke was building a splendid 
mansion in Mayfair, which was to cost 
£100,000, but has surrendered this as 
well as the rest of tho property to the 
creditors, to be realized upon as among 
the assets of the firm. Other partners 
have dealt with then: property in the 
same way. 

Mr. Hodgson, who was a silent part- 
ner only, and drew §40,000 a year from 
his share of the profits of tho business, 
had a magnificent place in Kent, where 
his family had dwelt for three genera- 
tions. This he has given over as it 
stands, house furniture, works of art and 
everything, to the liquidators, and finds 
himself beginning life again at an advanc- 
ed ago at a small salary in tho service of 
the revised limited Barings company. 

Another partner, Mr. Stewart, father- 
in-law to Herbert Ward, of Stanley and 
Africa fame, had purchased one of the 
most palatial houses iti Carlton House 
Terrace, and was spending £150,000 in 
decorating and finishing it. The _ house 
was. to have been occupied by him this 
spring, and a great housewarming was 
planned. He considers himself fortunate 
in obtaining a purchaser in the person of 
Mrs. Mackay. Yet another member of 
the firm, Henry Bingham Mildinay, had 
a splendid house and estate in Kent, for 
which he has found a tenant for three 
years in Sir Henry James. 

THE STARVING RAILROAD MEN. 

The Mayor of Portlana Asks the Union 
Paclfle to Pay Its Employes. 

Portland, Dec. 29. — The situation of 
the ^laborers , forced into idleness by 
reason of cessation; of work on the Sound 
extension ol-tho:;i,Union,fJPacifio,j«.^vn; 
changed. This afternoon tll'e mayor of 
the city sent the following telegram to 
S. H. H. Clark, vice-prosidont and 
general manager of the Union Pacific 
railway, with head-quarters at Omaha : 

"Nearly 1,000 discharged and unpaid 
employes of your construction department 
are ' in .Poj^and- in various states of 
deslitutibn. Several hundred of these 
are being fed and lodged daily by the 
city and by private charity. All of these 
men hold unredeemed time-checks which 
the contractors have no meana to pay, 
having exhausted their own resources and 
being unable to obtain from your com 
pany any portion of $350,000 now due 
them on contract. I' submit that tho 
Union Pacific company is directly 
responsible for the condition to which 
those men are left by tho sudden aband- 
onment of contracts, and is bound in 
common honor and decency to take 
instant steps for the relief of their de^ 
stitution until the wages due them shall 
be paid in f nU. 

AN OFFER FOR ALASKA. 

Capt. James Carroll Wants to PnrchasB tie 
Territory, and Will Give $14,000,000 
In $20 Pieces Therefor. 

Washington, Dec. 29. — Captain James 
Carroll, of Sitka, who was chosen by the 
Alaska convention to be territorial dok - 
gate if congreaa should give Alaska repro- 
aontation, is in this city. Talking to a 
reporter for tho Post, ho said if represen- 
tation was denied congress should at 
least grant other roasonablo requests of 
the people of Alaska. He also spoko of 
tho proposition that he was willing to 
make on the part of solid citizens of the 
country. If congress did not think 
Alaska of enough importance"" to give i 
a system of jurisprudence and all the 
facilities and rights that it had granted 
every other outlying auttlcment of tho 
I'overnmont, ho was empowered to offer 
the sura of ^14,000,000 for the territory 
and would pay it over in 820 gold pieces 
on the shortest sort of notice. This was 
§7,000,000 moro than itcost, not to speak 
of the big yearly profits tho government 
had taken for sealing privileges. This 
offer, he said, was bona fide, and bo waa 
sure if those making the oifer had com- 
plete ownership, whatever flag was 
raised, they could secure to its people tho 
blessing of popular government, unham- 
pered by the annoying defects of tho pre- 
sent system, which worked hardships and 
clogged development. .

History of Rings fcom the Tline of tLo 
rbaraohs to tlijp'Praseni Day— O'- 

flpial'BlnK.or'tlM^Bo^ ■■ i 
I Their Varlons Oharma. ^ 

' Froa the most anciont tlmo rlnga 
■have boon worn oithor as personal 
adornmonts or as insignia of offlco. Fin- 
gorsand toes, arms, logs and foot, noclis, 
oars, lips and nosos, all are or have been 
decorated with this [unlvoraal ornamen t. 

Wo read of Pliaraoh invoating Joseph 
■with a ring when iio made him a rulor 
ovor Egypt; wo read of tho mon and 
■\vomon of Israel contributing Ihoir ear- 
rings— part, no doubt, of tho Egyptian 
spoil— to tho making of tho poldon calf. 
In all times the ring seems to have boen 
a symbol of dignity and authority. 

In the early days of the Roman Re- 
piiblic ambassadors wore goldon rings 
as part of thoir oilicial dress. Later on 
every free Roman wore one as a right, 
although buiuo ^v^o afJcctcd Iho sim- 
plicity of oldon times woro iron rings. 
In more dogonorate days tho luxurious 
Romans loaded their fingers with rings, 
some of 'themore exquisite dandles even 
going so far as totaavediiTeront rings for 
winter and summer wear. The Lacedaa- 
inonians, as became their rugged sim- 
plicity, woro rings of iron. 

CiDHar mentions gold and iron rings as 
used in Qaul jtnd Uritain for money — a 
tblng customary among ancient peoples, 
And practiced even in Sweden and Nor- 
way down to tho twelfth century, as it 
is sow amongst some of the tribes- of 
Africa. * 

In days when writing was a raro ac- 
complishment, a seal or slgnot-ring was 
a necessity to kings and nobles; and 
such rings were never parted with, oven 
temporarily, save to persons in whom 
implicit confidence was placed. Those 
rings voyitl^St^^^WScjAiMX to, son for 
jfeneratioris,- and wore, in fact, tbo slgn- 
xnanual of tho bead of tho bouan. In 
"All's Well that Ends WoU," Shakes- 
peare malcoa such a ring tho principal 
turning-point in tlio plot: ^ 
"'A ring the oounly wears ' -- - . 

1 That downward hatli succeeded in hiB houeo 
• From son to son. sonm four or Uvo desconls 
! .Since the fUat (alher woro It." 
' Wo must suppose that old .TaoU Fal- 
staH made some protonsiona to gentle 
ancestry in that scono at tho "Here's 
Head," whore ho complains of having 
1)0011 robbed during his vinous sleep bo- 
lilnd the arras: -ff -^ ' 

"'Shall I not take mino oaso in mine 
inn, but I shall have my poolvot piclcnd? 
I have lost a seal-ring of my grandfa- 
-Cher's worth forty mark." j 

At which old Dame Quickly ' re- 
-marks: ' 

"I have hoard tho Prince toll him, I 
"know not how oft, that that ring was 
copper." 

All tho old romancors and dramatists 
have allusions to tho customs of wear- 
ing and giving rings. When lovers 
jarted tboy made an interchange of 
:rings. At a betrothal rings weifi tho 
isign ahd^ evidence of troth-plight. In 
"Twelfth Night," a betrothal is de- 
rBcribod in the priest's answer to Olivia: 
•" A compact of eternal bond of love, 

OonOrmed by mutual joinder of your bands, ^ 
. Attested by the boly close of lips. 
Strengthenod by interdiabgoment of youi 
flngsi 

' And all the ceremony of tbis oompact 
: Sealed In my tunotlon, by my testunooy.'t'^ 
In "Troilus and Cressida," there Is 
reference to the interchange of rings. 
In "Cymbolino," Imogen, parting with 
Posthumous, gives liini adlamond rincr. 
'■"This diainoiul was my mother's; taku 11. 
heart; 

■' ■■ Tlut kiH'p It till you woo another wife." 

Simihtrly, in tho "Two Gontlonion ol 
A'orona," Proteus and Julia exchange 
rings jis a pledge of constandy. 
Even %bylock| that "currish Jew." 
hdd,' in his youth, wandered into 
tho realms of lovo'a romance. One 
can not but sympathize with him when, 
mad with grief and rago for tho loss of 
his daughter and his ducats, ho meets 
•with his friond Tubal, who, with other 
aows, tolls him: 

; ,VOne of tham showed me a ring that 
ho hod of your daughter for a monkey," 

Tho poor old Jew replies: 

"Out upon her! Thou torturest mo, 
Tubal. It was niy turciuoisu. I had it 
of Loali when I was a bachelor." 

This liourtloss action of his ungrate- 
ful daughter cuts him to tho quick, and 
there is.a touch of pathos in the mental 
tot'tuto of the poor, lonely old Jow as bo 
thinks of tho gift of his dead wife thus 
lightly oast to moclcing onomios. In 
tho same play Shakospnaro nialcos other 
rofoninctirt tu the custom!; of his time 
conccrniuff rings. I'orlia, as a reward 
for saving Antonio, demands a ring from 
liassanio, who says: 

" Clooil sir, this rtiii^. was (;lven me by my wife; 

And when Hilt! puv it nn sIk; in ado niu vow 
i That I should nclllior m:IL nor h'lvc, nor lose 
\ It." 

■ Norlssa also obtains Oratlano's ring, 
and a nice (ukutcI arogo thcroaftor, as 

'lo (>\-i)lainpd: 
" .\boiit a liooii of Kolil, n paltry r'nf* 
That slic ilkl (jivo wv; whosi' iiot'sy was, 
For all tlH) world, Ill;o culler's poetry 

Uiiouakulfc: 'Loyoiau and leave me not." 



Those posy rings, as they wore called, 
wore atono time very popular, though 
the posies were not of great poetical 
moriL We may quote as specimens: 
" In thee, my choice ■ 
^4:. I do rejoice." 

}■ Again: 

" Constancy and Heaven ore round. 
And in this the Bmblem's found." 
Perhaps the most Important ring- 
certainly in tho opinion of the fair sex 
—is the wedding ring. Ordinarily, a 
plain gold ring is used; but any ring 
will do— oven the ring of a key has 
done Borvico before now. It is woU 
known th«t tho second of tho throe 
beautifuJ'Gunnings was married with a 
curtain ' ring, the impationoo of the 
bridegroom— tho Duke of Hamilton— 
net/permitting him to wait till the 
usual ring could bo procured. 

The delivery of a ring has always boon 
considered a sign of nonlldonco, of del- 
egation, of power; and hence, in mar- 
riage, shows tho trust of the husband 
in his wife, and his investing hor with 
authority in his household. It is also 
looked upon as a symbol of eternity and 
constancy. 

Some consider that the lof^ hand was 
chosen to signify the wife's subjection 
to the husband, and the third finger be- 
cause it thereby press^.a vein supposed 
to communicate direpfiy/With the heart. 
Tbo third flnger.^on. account of certain 
fancied virtue with which it is credited, 
has always boon selected as tho one on 
which to wear official rings. To tho 
Greek and Roman physicians it was 
known as tho medical or healing flngor, 
.and was used to stir thoir mixtures, 
from an idea that nothing noxious 
could commiiaicate with it without giv- 
ing immediate warning by a palpitation 
of the heart. In some parts of England 
tho rlng-Dngor is supposed to have tho 
power of curing any soro or wound 
which it stroked by it Also, it is bo- 
lieved that any growth like a wart on 
tho skin may be removed by - rubbing, a 
wedding ring upon it. • " , -"m ' 

Among the Puritans there were'^tDany 
who desired to forfcid the. us|6 of the 
wedding ring as a Popish and super- 
stitious practice. liutlor, in bia "Hudi- 
bras," refers to this: 

"Others wore for abolishing , 
Tbat tool of matrimony.' a ^og,' ; . ', ' 
'With whilcb tb' unsanottfleil bridegroom 
f Is married only to a thumb." ' ' l , ' 

When tho Venetian BepubUO)WaS at 
the height of its power, there was an 
annual ceremony of marriage between 
the Doge and tho Adriatic. On Ascen- 
sion day. with much ceremony and re- 
joicings, a ring was tnrown by tho 
Dogo into tbo sea, to denote that as tho 
wife is subject to the husband, so was 
the Adriatic sea to the Republic of 
Venice. 

So universal has been tho belief in 
charms, and so various tbo articles that 
have been used as such, that it is not to 
bo wondered at that rings should bo in- 
cluded among them. In the Middle 
Ages, rings inscribed with tho supposed 
names 6t the Wise Men of tbo East who 
visited our Saviour — namely, Molchoir, 
Baltbasar and Jasper — wore believed to 
act as charms against accidents to tho 
wearer while traveling, as well as to 
coOnteract secrecy and to guard against 
sudden death. Tboy were made of sil- 
ver, and sometimes even of lead cast in 
a mold, to be,.soldj3heap to the lower 
orders. ,. • " 

Silver rings are by no moans uncom- 
mon at the present day, worn as charms 
against cramp and rheumatism. Tho 
use of rings in England, as . charms 
against cramp, dat^ from the eleventh 
century. 

In Catholic times cramp rings were 
blessed by the King on Good Friday. 

Coming in state into his chapel, ho 
found a crucifix laid upon a cushion 
and a carpet spread on tho ground be- 
fore it. ilo crept along tho carpet to 
tho cushion, as a sign of his humility, 
and there blessed tho rings (which were 
in a silver basin), kneeling all the time, 
with his almoner kneeling by his side. 
After this was done, the Queen and all 
hor ladles came in and crept up to the 
cross. 

Of tho romance coimoctod with rings, 
pages might bo written. Both Xathaniol 
nawthorno and Oliver Wendell Holmes 
refer to the incident of Dr. Harris, of 
Dorchester. Mass., who, when a poor 
youth, trudging along one day, stalT in 
hand, being then in stress of soro nooJ, 
found all at once that soinowbat was 
adhering to tho end of his stick, whicli 
somewhat proved to bo a gold ring of 
price, bearing tho words: "God speed 
tboe, friend."

Tlio inefficaoy of prohibitory laws is 
mado very plain by a oontroverBy which 
!s now going on in Charlottetown, Prince 
Edward Island. The Scott Act has been 
nominally in force in that province for 
about ten years. It is as favorably 
situated for the strict enforcement of the 
law as any community can well bo. It is 
an island, having a " silver streak " of 
considerable width between it and the 
neighboring provinces, and one which, 
for the purposes of commerce, is almost 
impassable for a considerable portion of 
the year. It is isolated by water in sum- 
mer and doubly isolated by ice in winter. 
It is divided into three counties, in all of 
which the Scott Act has been adopted. 
Prince Edward Island has, therefore, 
been a Soott Act province from one end 
to the other for ton years or thereabouts. 
Th» population is chiefly agricultural; and 
farmers, as a class, are not given to 
habitnal drinking, it will, tliereforo, be 
concluded that the Scott Act had as good 
a chance of being enforced on that island, 
and of doing gpod^ u iok. any part of the 
continent of Ameirica. ' 

The Adt was first adopted in the muui- 
eipalify of Charlottetown. It is a quiet, 
provincial town, with a population of be- 
tween ten and twelve thousand, among 
whom are many zealous and influential 
advocates of the Scott Act. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop, the Right 
Rev. Peter Mclntyru, and nearly the 
whole of his clergy, and all tho Protest- 
ant clergymen, without an exception that 
we know of, are staunch upholders of tho 
Scott Act. in this city, in which the 
prohibitory law has been in force since 
1880, there is to be an eleistion for its 
abolition. One would tliink' that,' after 
ten years of prohibition, advocated and 
upheld by good men of great influence, 
the men who advocate going back to 
the old license system would stand 
no chance, and would not have a 
word to say for themselves that 
the sober and respectable part of 
tho community would listen to for a 
moment. In ten years nearly all the 
old whisky heads would have died off, 
and the young men, who had grown up 
under the Temperance Law, would be al- 
most to a man steady and sober, and op- 
posed to tho abolition 6{ a law of which 
80 many good results were expected and 
predicted. If those expectations had 
been realized and those predictions ful- 
filled, Charlottetown to-day would bo al- 
most a heaven on earth. Drunkenness 
would have wholly disuppeared and its 
inhabitants would bo in tho unjoymenfc of 
all the advantages, arising from the com- 
plete destruction of the liquor tralEc. 
Has this been the case. Has prohibition 
in Oharlpttetown prohibited ? 

Let us see what the advocates of tho 
law themselves have to say, with respect 
to tho presentcondition of Charlottetown, 
as far as the drinking habits of its popu- 
lation are concerned. 

The Rev. Mr. Lloyd, a clergyman of 
the Church of England, in a letter to the 
Patriot declares : 

"Drunkenness, gross, persistent, habi- 
tual, is alarmingly prevalent in Char- 
lottetown, I fear, in all classes of tho 
community ; and, as a consequence, so 
also are thoso crimes which are born of 
alcoholism. Reputations are being 
blasted (many hopelessly), pockets emp- 
tied, health ruined, fair promises blight- 
ed, hearts broken, noble manhood wal- 
lowing'inihe.mire." 

Does the Patriot; which favored tho 
introduction of the Soott Act and which 
has been its advocate ever since, deny 
the truth of the Rev. Mr. Lloyd's state- 
ments? Not by any moans. On tho 
contrary, it confirms them all. Hero aio 
some of its comments on Mr. Lloyd's 
letter. It says : 

"Wo are much pleased with tho tone 
of tho Rov. Fred. E. J. Lloyd's letter, 
published in t .-day's paper. \Vu hopi! 
all our clergy will 8i)0iik out ns j\Ir. Lloyd 
has done. ' Tho facts of tho case ' are 
patent to every oiio but those possessed 
of that worst o£ all blindness— (/o nol 
vxLnt to sea." 

Tho Guardian is tho Scott Act advocate 
far excAlmcc,, In nn article, published 
not long ago, it said : » 

" There are 300 unlicensed dens in full 
blast, where men, women and more boys 
cdJiget all the liqi\or they require, with 



or without payment, Sundays aa well ns 
Mondays. Many have sold their farms, 
and come to town to conduct grocery 
liquor shops. We believe wo speak the 
minds of the bettor thinking people in 
this city and province when wo suy that 
the present moral condition of affairs, as 
brought before us during tho last two 
weeks, causes us to hang our 'hbads for 
very phame.^^ ■ 

The same Guardiaiin'is^uotedtbythe 
Examiner to have declared that " there 
are few cities in tho Dominion that are 
so completely in tho hands of tho rum 
element as Charlottetown." And this 
after ton years of the Scott Act 1 

A controversy is going on as to whether 
the moral condition of CharlottetoMm is 
better now than it was before the intro- 
duction of the - Scott Act. If what the 
Patriot, the Guardian and tho Rev. Mr. 
Lloyd say is true, there is not much to be 
gained by the controversy. Tho figures 
in blue books can be of little avail against 
tho testimony of citizens of tho town 
who have tho beat opportunities for ob- 
servation, and tho truth of whose state- 
ments is not so much as questioned.. But 
the figures as given do not show that 
temperance is flourishincf in Charlotte 
town, or that the Scott Act has made its 
inhabitants more sober and more orderly 
than those of cities in which the license 
system prevails. In J 880 there were on 
the Island 2()0 convictions, or one con- 
viction for every 413 of its inhab- 
itimts. In 1889 there were i!30 
convictions, or ono for every 30!) 
of the population. According to this 
test, P. E. Island, instead of getting 
bette|.['imdcir : j;he Scott Act, has grown 
worse; !I^W db these figures compare 
with British Columbia, in which the 
license system obtains and in which the 
consumption of strong drink is admitted 
to bo large in proportion to tho popula- 
tion ? Last year the number of convic- 
tions in this province was 308, or one for 
every 410 of its population. On P. E. 
Island, for the same year, there was ono 
conviction for every 3(i9 inhabitants. 
These statistics go to show tjiat the ppera- 
tiou of the Scott Act favors thei increase 
of crime.. This wo do not believe, To 
tel! the trutbs"wn placi* very little 
reliance on thess figures, but, as they 
have been cited in the controversy in 
Charlottetown, it is as well to show the 
conclusion to which they lead. But the 
sad truth is, the advocates of tho Scott 
Act themselves being tlio witnesses, ten 
years of prohibition have not advanced 
the cause of temperance on Prince 
Edward Island. Its operation has not 
resulted in any improvenient of either 
the mora^ or the material condition of its 
inhabit^^its^ ^This is a great disappoint- 
ment to'the' friends of Temperance. -,But 
it IB, after all, what is to^be, expected 
when mechanical meanii are resorted to 
to effect a moral reform.V .

Wo did not know that the regular troops 
of the United States considered it ac- 
cording to the rules of civilized warfare to 
shoot down women seeking safety in 
flight, even if they are squaws. When 
the reporter who describes this unequal 
contest between a handful of savages and 
a largo body of disciplined men,says"The 
members of the 7th cavalry have once 
more shown themselves heroes in deeds 
of daring," ho introduces an element of 
the ludicrous into his account of a hid- 
eous massacre. Four fully armed- cav- 
alry men pursuing one half-naked In- 
dian and shooting down, his shrieking 
wife can hardly be looked upon as heroes. 
If the blundering commander of this ex- 
pedition is not cashiered and driven into 
civil life in disgrace, tho American peo- 
ple are more tolerant of incapacity and 
i.ihumanity than is tho British nation. 
If an oflicer of the British army had con- 
ducted himself as ho has donn, and suf- 
fered his soldiers to act with such inhu- 
manity, the demand for his instant dis- 
missal would be BO loud and so general 
that no gpyemment would dare to disre- 
gard it. -■. • ''^'^

A Smallpoz-Strlcken Ship Arrives at Fort 
■ * " ' ■ *- Towniend. 

The four-masted British sliip Primrose 
Hill, ninety-seven days from Rio de Janeiro, 
arrived at Port Townsend on Monday. A 
yellow flag was flying, and tho quarantine 
oflicer went on board at once. It was found 
tliat smallpox had made fearful ravages 
amonc the crew. There had been ten cases, 
the lust of which was forty days ago. Two 
men had died below Valparaiso and were 
buried at sea. Captain Wilson and his 
little son were among those attacked. When 
off Valparaiso the crew demanded that tlie 
ship be put into port. Although the cap- 
tain was then very ill with the disease and 
the crew w^ro terribly short-handed, ho 
stoutly refused to put into port. The crew 
at one time were quite mutinous. While in 
Bio an apprentice boy took sick ashore and 
was sent to the smiillpox hospital. After 
two days, the - doctor deolarea he had Jio 
smallpox, and he WM sent aboard the ship 
again. Three days after the ship left Bio 
the apprentice broke out in eruptions. One 
after another of the sailors cauglit the 
disease tl cn. 

Taking into consideration the fact that 
the last case had been forty days ago, and 
that there had been no reappearance of the 
malady. Dr. L. B. Seavey, the health 
oflicer, thought tluit fuii.igution only was 
necessary. The Primrose Hill was uc- 
oordiiiKly tlioioughly diainfoctcd and towed 
up to Tacoum to load wheat fur the United 
Kiii^doni.

The Loljstor'H Queer Cont. 
The shell of the crab and lobster 
owes its bluish-fjray color to the supor- 
position of two i)iguK'ntH or coloring 
matters, whicli have been isolated — a 
red pigment and a blue one. As long 
as these two pigments exist simultane- 
' ously the crustaceans remain gray. But 
the blue pigment is fugitive, and some- 
times, under the inllucncos of a disousc, 
it is destroyed, and crahs iiro found with 
portions of thoir shell uioi-o or less 
reddish. When the crustaceans are 
immorsod in boiling water the blu^ pig- 
ment is entirely destroyed, and tbe red 
pigment; which is very stable, i^pears 
alone in all its brilliancy. ' ^ 

A monster itoie Bash. 

The trunlcof a rose bush which Is now 
in full bloom in Ventura, Cal., is ;i feet 
in ciroumforonco at tlie ground; the first 
branch, which is thrown out at a height 
of about four feet from the ground, is ai 
inches in ciroumforonce. Wagon-loads 
of vines (it is of the climbing variety) 
aro clipped frdni it annually, yet it 
covers an area of 1,200 square foot. It 
was planted in 1870.

LINCOLN AND GRANT. 

A Couple of' Vreih Stories About th* 
Grant War Heroes. 

Ex-Governor Ashley, of Montana, 
lately told a Now York Tribune re- 
porter some interesting stories of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's kind-heartedness, "I 
consider President Lincoln," bo said, 
"one of the most remarkable men who 
ever lived, as his kindness of heart was 
shown to |all men at all times. 
I remember once when Carl Sohurz, 
who was with the army, had 
sent a letter to the President without 
consulting his commanding offloor. Of 
couise, this was a breach of discipline 
not to he countenanced, and he subse- 
quently wrote a letter of apology to Mr. 
Xihooln. Tho President replied by 
letter; 'Never mind; come and see mo.' 
Of oourso, when Scburz went, he began 
to apologize profusely, but the Presi- 
dent, seeing bow ill at ease ho was, 
smiled and said in a kindly tone: 'Never 
mind, Scburz. I guess before wo get 
through talking you won't think I am 
so bad a man as some people say I am.' 
That kindness broke Sohurz all up. 

"Another time I.saw him give a par- 
don for a soldier aentehced to be shot, 
on tho supplication of the poor fellow's 
wife and daughters. Of course there 
was a most pathetic scene, and many of 
tlio bystanders cried. After signing 
tho pardon tbo President said: 'Well, I 
havo made ono family happy, hut I 
don't know about the disoipline of the 
army,'" . , , , 

Mr. Ashley also told some good stories 
about General Grant, of whom bo was a 
loyal and ardent admirer. Among some 
ho related was ono of a circumstanco on 
tbo evening of the first day's battle of 
Shiloh, which had beon a defeat. 

"At that time." he said, "when any 
man might have folt disturbed, tho 
quartermaster came to General Grant 
and told him that if ho was again de- 
feated on the next day ho could not 
transport the troops (about 66,000 in 
number), if it was neoessary to cross the 
river. • : 

"Grant asked himt 'How many can 
you handle?' 

'"Ten thousand,' replied tbo Quarter- 
master. 

" 'Well,' said tienorai Graui, liuiotly, 
'if wo aro defeated, you will bo able to 
carry all that are loft,' 

"So you see," said Mr. Ashley, "what 
determination Grant had. He simply 
determined to win or Le annihilated."

Au American Lumber Scliooncr Strikes 
Hard Off Bonilla Point-No 
»' Lives Loat. 



Only Meagre Particulars of the 
Wreck Obtainable— The Crew 
Sniferingr froni Hnager. 



Three Nit-i-Nat Indians, the spokesman 
of the party being a brave named Edward, 
reached the city yesterday, after a rough 
trip from Bonilla Point in a small canoe 
Tlicy reported first to Dominion Ollicor 
Lewis and theu to the United States Con 
Bul, that the -crew > of the schooner Dare 
were in a rude camp near the Cape,' hungry 
and destitute, waiting for aateamer to bring 
them assiatunce. ThB'Dare, a three masted 
schooner of 247 tons', commanded by Capt, 
Perry, , left Taeoma a couple of weeks ago, 
with a cargo of 350,0U0 feet of lumber for a 
down Couat port. About nine dsiys 
ago, the full fury of a wild south-east gale 
was encountered,»and the Dare waa hope- 
lessly wrecked on the rocks, below Bonilla 
Point. No provisions were saved, and the 
captain and crew, escaping with their lives 
alone, were forced id depend entirely upon 
the hospitality of the Indians. These had 
little to give, but, such as they hud^ was 
oflTored freely. -^'Capb. Perry wanted to 
come to Victor ja . with, the messengers, yes- 
terday, but thers' was no room for him in 
the canoe. Information of the - wreck has 
been wired to the Sound ports, t'anfl a relief 
boat will probably be sent from Port Town- 
send, this morning. 

The teleplione to IJonilla Point is, unfor- 
tunately, out of order ut present, und no 
further details can be received from the 
wreck until the urrival of ttTo Lome, or 
some other ateiinier now in tliat vicinity.

ADVERTISING VICTORIA. 

Weotlng of the Board of Trade and City 
Council— Necessity of lirliiging Vic- 
toria Before tht) World. 

Yesterday nflernoon a joint meet- 
ing of representatives of the City 
Council and the Board of Trade 
was held in the Bank of British Col- 
umbia building, Mr. T. B. Hall, vice-pres- 
ident of the Board occupied the chair, 
ninong others present being Mayor Grant, 
Messrs. H. C. Beelon, F. I'ourcliier, Aid. 
Harrison, Aid. .Smith, Aid. Holland, H. F. 
Heisterinunu, \V. F. BuUeii and E. A. Mc- 
Quade. 

Secretary Elworthy having read the cor- 
respondence which had passed between the 
City_ Council and the Board, a general dia. 
cuaaion took place in which emphasis was 
laid upon the successful practice of adver- 
tising which was 'carried on by rail- 
ways by the cities of the Sound 
and elsewhere. It was contended 
that in advertising of this kind, the book 
form was preferable, inasmuch as it had 
the element of permanency, the book 
not being thrown down and do 
stroyed as was frequently the case 
with the newspaper. It was generally held 
that Victoria had not been brought suffi- 
ciently before the public, indeed, though it 
was the capital of the province it ha(l not 
received the same amount of public itten- 
tiou a^ the terminal city of the Canadian 
Pacilic. A policy of puffing and overbooniing 
was iitrongly deprecated as afterwards being 
moat miscliievous, as it created impressions 
among outsiders, the non-realization of 
which caused disappointment and dissatis- 
faction. 

Tho Provincial Agent General stated that 
the I'rovincial Government had in prepara- 
tion a work descriptive of tho conditions 
und resources of the Province, to be here- 
after followed b}' one of a more perfect and 
coinprelieiisive character, suggesting that 
action bo delayed until after that work luid 
been prepared. It was then stated that the 
Goverimieiit work would be of a provincial 
eliaracter, and would not be 8ulli;iently 
localized. This idea appeared to meet with 
general approval, nevertheless it was agreed 
that the sections of the Island tributary to 
Victoria should be also' comprehended in 
such a publication, were one undertaken. 
The quesliou of ways and means being next 
taken up, it was stated that the coat of 
.such a work as was wanted would be about 
§1,(100. It was announced that the Hoard 
of Trade had no money to cover the ex- 
pense which waa contemplated, and that it 
would devolve upon individual merobera of 
the Board, the City Council and citizens 
generally, to carry out the undertaking. 
Some further conversation ensued as to the 
immense advantages possessed by Victoria 
and tlie almost unrivalled meana of railway 
and steamboat conhectiohs, of wliicli lihe 
was possessed and about to become pos- 
sessed. It was determined to ask the Pre- 
mier to liuvc tho proposed Government 
book publislioil us quickly as posaiblo. It 
was also rc-iolvcd that the Board of Trade 
start a subscription towards tho intended 
publication, witli the uiulcrstundinfj^ that 
tlio iiumicipiilily should cuiilribute ita 
bliarc ti)\\\iid.s till! ixncnst', say to the e.-i- 
ti'iit of (iiiL'-half. 'I'lie iiu-nibera of the 
("oiincil favored tho idea and engaged to do 
their utmost to jjioiiiote it and to bring the 
.'iul>joct before the Council aa early as pos- 
sible. 



ELECTORS OF J AMES. BAY.

Mr. E. Mallundaine, the last candidate in 
the lield, referred to tlie primary import- 
ance of wide streets. He eiidoraecl the pur- 
chase of jirivato property for the purpose of 
widening much used but narroyv.thorpugb- 
fares. The required money coiild -be" ob- 
tained by municipal loans, and the value of 
the required property determined by arbi- 
tration. • When streets are graded by the 
corporation, it was for the use of the pub- 
lic, and the city should build the retaining 
walls, etc., where they were in this way 
necessitated. Ho objected to Chiuese be- 
ing buried within the Christian cemetery, 
which was consecrated ground and not 
meant as the scene of heathen orgies, or the 
temporary resting-piaee of heathen bones. 
He endorsed silent; work in remedying Vic- 
toria's moral defects, and not a jiolicy of 
publication. Ho had objected strongly to 
the desecration of Beacon Hill Park, thought 
that the money had been wasted, 
and since the work of desecration had been 
undertaken he had never gone near the 
park, though he understood the animals 
there were sufToring. All money voted for 
a specific purpose should be devoted there- 
to, and not deviated into the channel of 
general revenue. One thing of which' ho 
would certainly be in favor would be to in- 
crease the salary of tho aldermen ; 
$200 was ridiculous. Give tho council 
nothing or something substantial. In Los 
Augolea they paid $100 per month. Here 
it should be §400 or .*v)00 a month at leuat. 

Mr. John Coughlau explained certaiu 
matters in connection with the water works, 
to the apparent satisfaction of the audience. 

Mr. Powell thought that it was a disgrace 
to the oity to allow " that bank " to stand 
as it did, in front of the Belmont saloon. 

Mr. .Styles respectfully declined, although 
invited to speak. 

Aid, Harrison, who docs not seek re- 
election, dv.'elt upon the fact that tlio 
streets of James Bay ward hud not been 
neglected, as had licen suggested by tlio 
first speaker of the evening. Victoria 
streets were among the best on the' coast to- 
day. Owing to the substantial growth of 
the oity, the assessment' value of property 
had been iucreat^ed one quarter in two years. 
This spoke well for the city. Referring 
to the , auestion of narrow streets, 
he said, tnat, bis motion in regard to 
taking over certain 40 ^foot streets, was 
due to the. fact that these streets had been 



over by a, defunct Street committee, und 
his action was only in justice to James Bay 
ward. Before sitting down, tho speaker 
endorsed the candidature of Aid. Wilson, 
Aid. Smith and Mr. Hunter. He also pro- 
nounced the irregularity of the electric 
lighting to be due to tbe tramway company. 

The meeting closed with a vote of thanks 
to the chair.

Hutelier, ut 
58 (ihiadra street, he waa of a merry dia- 
position, had a good many friimdi;, waa not 
a drinking man, and, as far as can be ascer- 
tained, hud no enciiiiea, and no troiiblea of 
cousetpionco. Ho had been promised steady 
employment, and was speaking about liia 
business to Mrs. Butcher just before he left 
the house on tho aftcinoon of the Dtli. She 
went with him to tho door, and told him to 
bo sure and not be late to dinner, to which 
lie roidied, with a laugli, tlmt he would not. 

Since then nothing has been seen or heard 
of him by any of his frienils, und Mia.
